Mr. Miller Christy’s work as editor of several volumes in the Hakluyt Society’s 
series is well known. In the present important work (which is exceptionally readable 
for a geographical treatise of the kind), Mr. Christy describes and discusses in detail 
the Silver Medallion, bearing a Map of the World, which w'as struck about the year 
1581 to illustrate and commemorate Drake's Circumnavigation of the Globe in 1577-80. 

Of this medallion, only three examples are now known to exist. Apart from its 
high interest as a Monument of our National History, and its extreme rarity, the map 
it bears (which is reproduced in facsimile as a frontispiece) proves on examination to 
be a masterpiece of the map-engraver's art and of considerable cartographic importance. 

This map shows, bv means of a dot led line and various inscriptions, the route taken by 
Drake, and the principal places he touched at are named. In all probability it was 
engraved in Paris, under the supervision of .Richard Hakluyt, and by a certain carto¬ 
grapher who signed himrelf “ F.G.”

The date—29 August 1507—shows that this is the second issue 
(the first having appeared on April 25) of the famous book which 
invented the word “ America ” and stamped it on the New World for 
all time. The Gymnasium of St. Di6 was a collegiate institution, 
which started a press for itself in 1507. The combination of letters 
in the mark above mentioned, represent: S. D., St. Di6; G L., 

Gauthier Lud; M I, Martinus Ilacomilus (Hylacomylus = Waltze- 
miiller). These two men, and Nicolas Lud (NL), were members of 
the Gymnasium. Hylacomylns was the author of the above book, 

, and he added to it the four Voyages of Vespucci, translated into Latin 
from a French version of the Italian original. 

On the back of the globe, which has been called a Mappemonde, 
there is a statement in 15 lines on the subject of the proposed 
terrestrial globe and flat world-map which it was intended to 
produce. 

On the reverse of leaf Biii it is said that the greatest part of the 
still unknown land lately discovered by Americas Vespucius is inhabit¬ 
able. On the obverse of Ci, the fourth part of the world, which since 
Americas discovered it, may be called Amerige (as it were the land of 
Americas) or America, is in the sixth climate. 

On the back of C 5 we find it stated: Now however those parts are 
more widely investigated, and another quarter has been discovered by 
Americus Yespncius (as will be heard in the sequel) and I do not see 
how any one can lawfully forbid that it should be named, after its 
sagacious and ingenious discoverer , Amerige (as it were America's land) 
or America.

This rare and celebrated volume was the precursor of all the Col¬ 
lection of Voyages. 

According to Mr. Harrisse, the copies in American libraries are all 
of the second issue,—that is of the issue which contains 143 chapters; 
which omits the specification of privilege for ten years in the colophon: 
and which only came out in 1508, notwithstanding its retention of 1507 
in the imprint. 

The above has 142 chapters, likewise the prohibition against 
reprinters—and is consequently the first edition of the book. 

The best proof that copies with 143 chapters came out in 1508 at 
the earliest is this: that the Latin translation (“ Itinerarium Portugal- 
lensium ”) printed in 1508 contains only the 142 chapters of the Paesi 
of 1507. 


The text of Cabral’s voyage, whoever its author was—perhaps Vaz 
de Caminha—was printed here for the first time, and differs toto ccelo 
from the brief sketch contained in the Letter of Manoel to Fernando, 
which was printed in 1505 at Borne, and which Mr. Harrisse con¬ 
founds it with. It occupies no less than 40 pp. of the Paesi (chapters 
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63-78) being the greater part of Libro II.—The other contents of the

Jomard and Santarem might be said to have produced an imperfect first 
volume of an Illustrated History of Chartography treating irregularly upon the 
manuscript sources ; Nordenskiold’s atlas might be called the complete second volume 
dealing with the entire printed or engraved material. It is indispensable as furnishing 
by far the best apparatus for studying the growth of geographical science, and the 
gradual enlargement of knowledge with regard to the surface of the globe.

The main subject of this great work is found in the Portolani or Seamen’s Charts 
which were numerous during the fourteenth, fifteenth, and sixteenth centuries. They 
are of great interest to Spanish scholars, as, in the author’s opinion, there was for all 
or most of them, an original model constructed in the thirteenth century by Catalan 
hydrographers. He finds a proof of this in the uniformity of types, and in the deriv¬ 
able source of the legends traced upon most of the Portolani, whether produced by 
Italian, French, or other bands.

However, the Comerford copy contains it as 
does this. 

Probably no copy of any similar work has ever been so rich in heraldic illumination. 
The colours are splendidly fresh ; as good, indeed, as when Dowse first painted them.

Ten Studies, which, owing to selection of the subjects, make the book a veritable epitome 
of all Ancient and Modern Faiths, except Christianity, which is only touched upon whet 
necessary in the all-embracing Science of Comparative Religion. 

The subjects are not only of immediate but enduring interest—historically, literary 
and religiously, more especially to the peoples concerned, and the governing and adminL t 
trative classes of Trans-India—English, French, Dutch, Javanese, Siamese, Tongkinis, aid 
Cochinese. The first two studies enter minutely into the very ancient social, religions 
and political history of these and other adjoining states and nations, of which little ij 
really known even by themselves, and still less by their rulers, conquerors, or suzerain 
lords. 

As regards ancient Indian history, the author advances strong reasons against tk 
popular belief that Aryans were, either in India or further eastward, the first or chief 
civilizers; attributing this to Dravido-Turanians and Mongolic peoples who entered Indi* 
from the West and North, probably a thousand or more years before Aryans touched tk 
Ganges. Stress is laid on the ingress of a mid-northern race by the tracks of the chief 
rivers of the ancient kingdom of Uttar Kosala or Sravasti, more especially by the passe* 
the Gogra and Karnali—probably the ancient Srasvasti and Mala-in da or “ river oj 
-Villas.” These as Mans, Munds, Mughs and Maghs, are shown to have early establishes 
a great Maghada kingdom on the Ganges; Mugh States in Eastern Trans-India; Mai* 
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desa in Northern Panjab, and a strong kingdom ruling the south from Mala-tana 
(Mul-tan), with another in the Indus delta—capital Patala. Malas fought successfully 
against Alexander the Great in the fourth century b.c., aud as mariners aided his 
departure. They established the Jaina kingdom of Gj-jain or Mala-wa (“Mala-land ”), 
and other states over all the Mala-bar or west coast of India, and the race early developed 
great seafaring as well as building capacity. They dominated the Maladives (Mala- 
dvipas), Malagasa, and passed easterly, founding the ancient Malia kingdom of Balis, 
capital Maha-balipur, near Madras, and seawards into the trans-Indo-Mala-ka states, 
where it is easy to trace them by their religious symbols, architecture, and exquisite 
handicraft as seen in the monolithic and other elaborate temples of Western India and 
along the Narbada—their sacred Nar-munda, or “ River of Munds.” 

There is a great deal in this volume to prove that man’s first cultus was Arboreal, 
or as now termed, a worship of divinities of vegetation, as spirits of groves, trees, corn and 
such like. This cult is here shown to be as strong in India and Trans-India as among 
Syrians, Hebrews, Tyrrhenians, Greeks, and Latins. Thus the author upholds the 
arguments and position he took up in his former work, some twenty years ago, that all 
early gods were but rural and tribal divinities embodying the sensuous wants and ideas of 
the needy and ignorant; that there is little to choose between the ruddy Etruskan god of 
groves, the Pelasgian Dodona, Aryan Zeus, and the Ala, Ate or Elohim of Semites. All 
claimed the tree symbol and lordship over animal and vegetable nature, and therefore was 
this symbol placed in 1880 at the head of the author's “ Chart of Rivers of Life ” or 
Faith-ideas. 

The monographs on Zoroaster, Lao-tsze, Confucius and Mahomad place these leaders 
of multitudes more succinctly and graphically before us than has yet been done, and 
bring out many features heretofore overlooked or insufficiently dealt with; and the 
adjoining chronological tables supply a wealth of information most necessary to have 
at hand in these important studies. 

Under M Sacred Books of the West,*’ the author so far only gives us the history and 
development of the Bible of the Hebrews as seen in the quasi “ Greek Septuagint,” but 
this is done historically and carefully, and shows the best criticism of the subject up to 
date in a simple and clear manner, with a result which may surprise many but should 
offend none. 

The volume closes, and we may almost say is summed up in Study XI, which is 
a metrical epitome in Short Texts of Faiths and Philosophies chronologically gleaned from 
all sacred writings and the teach ings'of the wise and good. These are charmingly realistic 
and often very quaint, for they are pithily strung together, and enable one to grasp the 
national and homely piety, literary style, and the general culture of the old thinkers. 
This important chapter may well stand by itself, and is likely to be separately published, 
as embodying all the leading features of the religions and philosophies of alike the East 
and West.

THE AMHERST PAPYRI 

Mr. Percy E. Newberry’s account of “ The Amherst Papyri,” treats of the Egyptian 
Papyri in the famous Egyptological collection of Lord Amherst of Hackney, “ the most 
important of the whole collection,” says Mr. Newberry. These papyri comprise no 4 
merely religious documents common to most collections, but early literary and legal 
papyri, a geographical papyrus, and other rare kinds. They date from the Middle 
Kingdom period, about 2500 B.C., and extend to Arab times. Hieroglyphic, Hieratic, 
and Demotic writing, as well as Greek, Coptic, and Arabic, are represented in this riot 
collection. Some twenty-four beautiful autotype plates illustrate Mr. Newberry’s text 
and Mr. W. E. Crum’s appendix on a Coptic Will. It will interest readers of Mr. Flinders 
Petrie’s “ Egyptian Tales ” to find the beginnings of two of the tales in the fragmentary 
papyri of the Amherst collection with which Mr. Newberry opens his account. Extremely 
interesting is the fifth of the series, which deals with the great harem conspiracy against 
Ramses III., of which two other documents, at Turin and Paris, give us information. 
Another great trial, dealing with sacrilegious thieves, about 1100 b.c., forms the subject 
°f the sixth papyrus. As Mr. Newberry remarks, the Amherst Papyri are of great 
importance as completing fragments in other collections, or as being complete, or 
almost so, in themselves, and containing references to events or persons named in other 
Papyri

EGGS OF BRITISH BIRDS 

The books which have been written on British Birds, from the first 
edition of Bewick in 1797, down to Saunders’s Manual in 1889, are legion, 
but in very few of them are the eggs of British Birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, 
end the last was finished in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and 
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are most of them good ; but all three editions have long been out of print, 
and, indeed, much of the letterpress was out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the Eggs of British Birds, but 
they contain only figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the 
British Islands, and these by no means satisfy the wants of the egg 
collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who 
are interested in eggs. What the egg collector wants is a work in one 
volume, at a moderate price, with coloured illustrations of the egg of every 
British bird. But the jin-de-sihde egg collector is very exacting. To 
satisfy him the chromos must be as good as love and money can make 
them. The letterpress, too, must be up to date in every respect, and, 
withal, not bulky. Into less than a page devoted to each of the 400 
British birds must be condensed the following facts :— 

1 The extent of the breeding range. 

2 The date of the nesting season. 

3 The situation in which the nest is placed. 

4 The size and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is 

composed. 

5 The number of the eggs. 

6 The variations of size and colour of the eggs. 

7 The way to distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them 

most closely. 

Seebohm’s book fulfils all these requirements.
